Group offers $10,000 for US 
black teen's killer 


SANFORD, Florida (AFP) - A 
black political group offered a 
$10,000 reward Saturday for 
the killer of an African-Amer¬ 
ican teenager, amid a nation¬ 
wide uproar which has 
prompted a rethink of Ameri¬ 
ca's race issues. 

The New Black Panther 
Party (NBPP) displayed a 
wanted poster on its website 
with a picture of George Zim¬ 
merman, the neighborhood 
watch volunteer who fatally 
shot Trayvon Martin, 17, last 
month. 

"WANTED!!! For the mur¬ 
der of Trayvon Martin... 
ALIVE, not dead or harmed," 
the poster read. 

Several dozen supporters of 
the group, which is unrelated 
to the revolutionary Black Pan¬ 
ther Party that was active in the 
1960s-1980s, protested for the 
third time last week at the po¬ 
lice headquarters in Sanford, 
Florida. 

"An eye for an eye, a tooth 
for a tooth," leader Mikhail 



Muhammad told the Orlando 
Sentinel. "We don't hate any¬ 
one, we hate injustice." 

The NBPP group has called 
for the mobilization of 5,000 
black men to capture Zimmer¬ 
man. Muhammad said the or¬ 
ganization was receiving do¬ 
nations from black entertainers 
and athletes, with a goal to col¬ 
lect $ 1 million by this week. 

Sanford police told AFP 


they were ignoring the NBPP's 
call to capture Zimmerman, a 
white Hispanic. 

Thousands of demonstra¬ 
tors have marched in at least 
10 US cities to express their 
outrage over the attack, with 
some of the anger directed at 
local authorities handling the 
murder investigation.

THE HAGUE - On March 
6th at the Aruba House in 
Holland, Ramon Todd Dan- 
dare presented the Manual of 
the Morphology of Papia¬ 
mento to Aruba’s Pleni¬ 
potentiary Minister in the 
Hague. Mr. Alwin Toppen- 
berg who witnessed the pres¬ 
entation also received a copy. 

On the occasion, Ramon 
Todd Dandare, who is a 
member of the commission 
that worked on the Manual, 
indicated that after this Man¬ 
ual another Manual is ex¬ 


pected to follow which will 
focus on the Syntax of Papi¬ 
amento. A group of experts 
from the Department of Edu¬ 
cation is diligently engaged 
in producing that other Man¬ 
ual expected to be completed 
by end of the year. 

Minister Abath thanked 
Ramon Todd Dandare for the 
gift of the Manual and 
wished the commission much 
success with their endeavor 
to complete the Manual on 
the Syntax of Papiamento. 


Last Wednesday evening a 
large turnout of citizens came 
to learn about what is being 
planned by the government for 
the beautification and changes 
of the 21 barrios on the island, 
and specifically to be informed 
about the changes for Village 
in San Nicolaas. 

Last Wednesday’s meeting 
was the first gathering of an in¬ 
formation evening organized 
by the Barrio Team. At the 
ocassion Ing. Raffy Kock, 
member of the Infra Team of 
the Ministry of Infrastructure, 
led the session. Kock ex¬ 
plained the different aspects of 
the renovation of the infra¬ 
structure and the social process 
encompassed in the process 
which is scheduled to be com¬ 
pleted by year’s end. 


An indepth explanation of 
the changes to be enacted in 
the Village was presented. 
They illustrated what the ac¬ 
tual situation is now, and how 
this barrio is isolated from traf¬ 
fic. But, how the new situation 
will make this barrio more ac¬ 
cessible from the Promenade, 
Torenstraat and/or Teaterstraat 
through the use of a rotonde 
(round about). 

One of the major changes 
will be the change of the direc¬ 
tion of traffic from Sint 
Maartenstraat to the direction 
to the new round about. They 
will be ‘balansing’ the road 
with wider sidewalks between 


front of the Post Office, an area 
around the Basketball Court, a 
terrace near the Saco di Felipe, 
and the roundabout to regulate 
the traffic entering the Sint 
Maartenstraat. The roundabout 


will be constructed above the 
Texas building at the end of the 
Promenade,which is expected 
to improve the flow of traffic. 
Wider sidewalks will also im¬ 
prove the passage of pedestri¬ 
ans in the area. 

The presentation was re¬ 
plete with many questions and 
answers. Citizens inquired 
about the direction of traffic 
and Mr. Kock together with 
Mr. Halley of the San Nicolaas 
Police station answered the 
many questions. The organiz¬ 
ers of the evening also enter¬ 
tained many suggestions and 
critical observations from citi¬ 
zens and business people from 
the San Nicolaas area. 

All in all, they claim that it 
was a very productive evening, 
professionnally presented and 
coordinated. They were espe¬ 
cially pleased with the assis¬ 
tance received from the Post 
Office and the National Public 
Library. Stichting Vision Nobo 
Juana Morto Complex pro¬ 
vided the chairs for this first of 
various information evenings.

Economic experts meet in Cayman to discuss 
future of Caribbean 


Last week a select delegation 
of top Caribbean professionals 
and economic experts met to 
discuss strategies for improv¬ 
ing the competitiveness, and 
re-positioning Caribbean is¬ 
land economies in a new 
global order. The meetings 
were hosted by the Govern¬ 
ment of the Cayman Islands, 
including the Ministry of Edu¬ 
cation & Employment, and the 
Ministry of Finance, Tourism 
& Development. 

During the expert panel 
consultations consisting of 
government, industry and uni¬ 
versity experts, delegates 
shared their insights on the 
perils, progress and prospects 
for small island economies in 
the Caribbean. Aruba, as the 


only Dutch Caribbean island, 
was part of the select group of 
experts, and was represented 
by Prof. Dr. Ryan Peterson, 
professor at the University of 
Aruba, and president of the 
National Council for Innova¬ 
tion & Competitiveness. 

Authorities on government, 
industry, competitiveness and 
innovation in the Caribbean in¬ 
cluded Aruba, Antigua, Belize, 
Bermuda, the Bahamas, Bar¬ 
bados, Cayman Islands, Do¬ 
minican Republic, Jamaica, 
Guadeloupe, Puerto Rico, 
Trinidad & Tobago, and Saint 
Vincent and the Grenadines. 
The USA and Canada as pri¬ 
mary trading partners were 
also present. The experts un¬ 
derscored the importance and 


urgency of principles and poli¬ 
cies to create a more resilient 
Caribbean, especially with the 
emergence of new global mar¬ 
kets and technologies. 

The strategies which were 
discussed, seek to invest in 
high-quality higher education; 
improve labor productivity; 
strengthen the establishment of 
effective institutions; promote 
transparency in government 
administration; improve 
macro-economic and financial 
diligence; prioritize develop¬ 
ment of human capital; drive a 
modern trade infrastructure; 
improve access to capital; 
stimulate entrepreneurship; 
promote climate change adap¬ 
tation and coastal zone man¬ 
agement; and realize energy 


efficiency and green energy 
systems. 

Prof. Peterson emphasized 
that without fundamental re¬ 
thinking, reform, and resilient 
innovation in our institutions, 
involving governments, mar¬ 
kets and society, many of the 
foregoing items will remain 
platitudes and 'policy on pa¬ 
per'. 

"Our region faces signifi¬ 
cant challenges and, except for 
a handful of Caribbean islands, 
our collective regional track 
record for the past decades has 
not really been impressive nor 
innovative. As we face a new 
normal of volatility and oppor¬ 
tunity, it is time for us to get rid 
of island stigmas, get our 'is¬ 
land acts' together, create and 


capture the momentum, anc 
strategically seize this decade. 
We might be small, but we 
have to be, above all else, 
smart and sustainable", Peter¬ 
son emphasized. 

This Caribbean competi¬ 
tiveness platform of govern¬ 
ments, the private sector, 
academia and civil society, 
will enable the definition and 
implementation of a shared 
medium- and long-term 
agenda with a series of priori¬ 
ties and actions that can be de¬ 
veloped to improve 
competitiveness. The 

Caribbean platform is set to 
meet in Colombia later this 
year at the Americas forum to 
discuss and report on progress 
made and future programs.

Dutch monarchy loses last remaining 
political power

THE HAGUE - The Dutch 
monarchy has been stripped of 
its last remaining political 
power - the entitlement to be¬ 
come actively involved in the 
formation of coalition govern¬ 
ments - in a landmark decision 
by parliament which will be 
noted by royal families all over 
Europe. 

In a low-key vote, the mi¬ 
nority coalition government of 
Liberals and Christian Democ¬ 
rats, supported by the funda¬ 
mentalist Christian Unity 
party, was overrun by an un¬ 
likely coalition of Labour, the 
Freedom Party, the Socialists, 
social democrats D66, the 
Greens and the animal rights 
party. 

The decision will make a 
substantial difference to the 


way Dutch coalitions are 
formed. Up to now, and as re¬ 
cently as 2010, the monarch 
appointed a go-between - an 
informateur - who brought the 
parties together, set the talks in 
motion, and reported back to 
the queen and the caretaker 
prime minister. Parliament will 
now appoint one of its mem¬ 
bers to orchestrate the talks, 
which will be held without ref¬ 
erence to the monarch, until a 
workable coalition has 
emerged, a program for go¬ 
vernment is agreed and a 
prime minister-designate cho¬ 
sen. At that point, as in the UK, 
the monarch will rubber-stamp 
the outcome. 

Despite opposition from the 
prime minister, Mark Rutte, 
the decision in principle to 


“modernise” the monarchy 
was taken by the opposition 
parties following a debate last 
September. A text agreeable to 
all sides emerged last week - 
though the process may have 
been delayed due to the skiing 
accident in February that left 
Prince Friso (43) in a coma. 

The change was prompted 
by suggestions the queen 
might soon abdicate in favour 
of her eldest son, Crown 
Prince Willem-Alexander (44). 

However, there were also 
suggestions that during the for¬ 
mation of the current govern¬ 
ment, Queen Beatrix had 
“made every effort” to keep 
Freedom Party leader Geert 
Wilders out of a position of in¬ 
fluence in the deal-making 
process.

Obama's disbelief after staring 
i nto N. Korea

DEMILITARISED ZONE, 
South Korea(AFP) - After 
squinting through binoculars 
into a nation frozen in time, 
US President Barack Obama 
reeled off a contempt-laden 
and startlingly frank indict¬ 
ment of North Korea. 

The Stalinist remnant of the 
Cold War was, in Obama's 
eyes, nothing but a nation 
which cannot make "anything 
of any use", "doesn't work", 
and even its vaunted weapons 
exports were hardly state of the 
art. 

"It is like you are in a time 
warp," Obama said yesterday, 
after he toured a rocky border 
post in the demilitarised buffer 
zone that has split the Korean 
peninsular for longer than he 
has been alive. 

"It is like you are looking 
across 50 years into a country 
that has missed 40 years or 50 
years of progress," Obama 
marvelled later, after taking a 
helicopter back to teeming, 
prosperous Seoul, just 25 miles 
(40 kilometres) away. 

Obama, who is locked in 
his first showdown with the 
North's new leader Kim Jong- 
Un over a planned rocket 
launch, stood behind a bullet 
proof screen four inches thick 
and surveyed rocky hills and 
wooded slopes in North Korea.

They have not arrested or 
charged Zimmerman because 
he claimed self-defense, which 
allowed him to benefit from 
Florida's "Stand Your Ground" 
law that lets state residents use 
lethal force when they are at 
risk of being killed or seriously 
injured by an assailant. Zim¬ 
merman had a permit to carry 
a gun. 

Meanwhile, in a separate 
event in Washington Saturday 
unrelated to the New Black 
Panther Party protest, at least 
1,000 protesters — many in 
black hoodies, some with bags 
of Skittles candy like the one 
Martin bought before he was 
shot — gathered Saturday in the 
heart of the US capital to de¬ 
mand justice. 

"This is bigger than you 
think it is," said comedian 
Dick Gregory, an icon of the 
Civil Rights movement, who 
said he suspected that the full 
story of Martin's death has yet 
to come to light. 

"Don't waste your time with 
anger until you get the whole 
truth... Stop being emotional 
and start demanding answers," 
he said. 

"We must fight to change 
the notion in this country that 
simply being a black man is a 
problem," said Rashawn Davis 
of the Georgetown University 
chapter of the National Associ¬ 
ation for the Advancement of 
Colored People (NAACP). 

"When I see all these angry 
faces, I want you to take this 
energy and put it in your heart

and use it for fuel to change the 
country. All of us has to 
change the racist paradigm in 
the country," he told AFP, 
adding that his group is in no 
way affiliated with the NBPP. 

Police at the scene esti¬ 
mated the crowd at 1,000, 
while organizers put the figure 
at around 3,000, a day after a 
vigil for Martin in the capital's 
low-income Anacostia district. 

Despite the racially charged 
nature of the case, Zimmer¬ 
man's lawyer insisted his client 
was not racist. 

Sonner said Zimmerman 
and his wife acted as mentors 
to two teenaged African Amer¬ 
icans, even after funding was 
cut for the program.

Santorum vows to defeat Romney 
after Louisiana win 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Re¬ 
publican presidential hopeful 
Rick Santorum said yesterday 
his latest victory on the cam¬ 
paign trail shows he can beat 
frontrunner Mitt Romney and 
secure the crucial swing states 
that decide US elections. 

Santorum swept the south¬ 
ern state of Louisiana with 49 


percent of the vote on Satur¬ 
day, easily defeating Romney 
(26.7 percent), former House 
speaker Newt Gingrich (15.9 
percent), and Texas congress¬ 
man Ron Paul (6.1 percent). 

But the comfortable tri¬ 
umph barely dented Romney’s 
commanding advantage in the 
race to secure the Republican 


nomination to take on incum¬ 
bent Democrat Barack Obama 
in a November 6 general elec¬ 
tion. 

Santorum has vowed to 
fight all the way to the Repub¬ 
lican convention in August if 
Romney has not by then won 
the 1,144 delegates needed to 
clinch the nomination. 


French gunman's brother charged with 


complicity 


PARIS (AFP) - Abdelkader 
Merah, brother of the Islamist 
gunman who killed seven peo¬ 
ple in southwest France, was 
charged yesterday with com¬ 
plicity in the murders and re¬ 
manded in custody, a judicial 
source said. 

The older brother of Mo- 
hamed Merah has also been in¬ 
dicted for involvement in pre¬ 
paring a terrorist attack, the 
source said, as well as the theft 


of a scooter used in the shoot¬ 
ings that shocked France. 

Merah, 23, killed three sol¬ 
diers, three Jewish school- 
children and a trainee rabbi in 
a series of attacks this month. 
He claimed to be an Al-Qaeda 
member killing to avenge 
Palestinian children and to 
punish France for sending 
troops to Afghanistan. 

Merah died in a hail of po¬ 
lice bullets after a 32-hour 


siege at his Toulouse apart¬ 
ment. 

Police and prosecutors have 
described the killer's elder 
brother, 29, as a more radical 
Islamist. He has told investiga¬ 
tors he was "proud" of Mo- 
hamed, but denied any 
involvement in the attacks. 

The judicial source said 
four anti-terror judges have 
been assigned to the case. 


Russia says Annan offers last chance 
for Syria 


MOSCOW (AFP) - Russian 
President Dmitry Medvedev 
warned yesterday that Kofi 
Annan represented the last 
chance for avoiding a civil war 
in Syria and offered the UN- 
Arab League envoy Moscow's 


full support. 

Medvedev's stark message 
to Moscow's traditional ally 
came only hours after US Pre¬ 
sident Barack Obama an¬ 
nounced plans to send "non- 
lethal" aid to the Syrian rebels 


and new waves of violence 
swept the battle-scarred coun¬ 
try. 

Russia has been facing 
mounting Western and Arab 
calls to step up pressure and 
stop delivering arms to Presi¬ 
dent Bashar al-Assad's regime 
after a year of violence that the 
opposition says has claimed 
more than 9,100 lives. 

Moscow on Wednesday 
backed a non-binding Security 
Council statement after veto¬ 
ing two previous resolutions. 
But it did so only after making 
sure the text contained no im¬ 
plicit threat of further action 
should Assad fail to comply. 

Medvedev yesterday ap¬ 
peared to be aiming his words 
at Assad directly by warning of 
dire consequences if Damascus 
ignored Annan's peace plan. 

Assad has thus far shown 
few signs of complying with 
Annan's peace plan.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - For¬ 
mer US vice president 
Dick Cheney was in hospi¬ 
tal yesterday, recovering 
after a long-awaited and 
"lifesaving" heart trans¬ 
plant from an unknown 
donor to whom he will "be 
forever grateful." Cheney, 
71, has a long history of 
heart trouble. He had been 
on a list for the transplant 
for more than 20 months, 
said a statement from his 
spokeswoman Kara 
Ahern. 


Relatives of Afghan shooting 
victims receive compensation 


KABUL (AFP) - Relatives of 
17 people shot dead in a ram¬ 
page by a US soldier in south¬ 
ern Afghanistan have been 
paid tens of thousands of dol¬ 
lars in compensation, a tribal 
chief and government officials 
said yesterday. 

The money — provided by 
the US military — was handed 
over at a private ceremony at 
the Kandahar provincial gov¬ 
ernor's office, they said. 

The killings — mostly of 
women and children — in Pan- 
jwai district are thought to be 
the deadliest crime by a US 
soldier during the decade-long 
conflict and have tested Wash¬ 
ington and Kabul's already 
tense relationship to the limit. 

The US is keen to draw a 
line under the massacre earlier 
this month as far as it can and 





the sums — around $900,000 in 
total — amount to a fortune in 
rural Afghanistan. 

The payments on Saturday 
came a day after Staff Sergeant 
Robert Bales, 38, of the US 
2nd Battalion, 3rd Infantry 
Regiment, was formally ac¬ 
cused of 17 premeditated mur¬ 
ders for the killings — charges 
that could carry the death 
penalty. 

He is also accused of six 
counts of assault and attempted 
murder. 

Afghan government offi¬ 
cials speaking on condition of 
anonymity confirmed the pay¬ 
ments but differed slightly on 
the amounts, citing them as 2.3 
million Afghanis ($46,000) 
each for the families of the 
dead and 500,000 Afghanis for 
the injured.

Nepal 'werewolf family to 
be treated in Kathmandu

KATHMANDU (AFP) - A 
family suffering from a rare 
genetic condition in which 
hair grows all over the face 
arrived in the Nepalese capi¬ 
tal of Kathmandu on Sunday 
for treatment of their "were- 
wolf-like” appearance. 

Devi Budhathoki, 37, her 
daughters, aged 13 and five, 
and 12-year-old son say they 
have endured constant humil¬ 
iation because of hypertri¬ 
chosis, which causes hair to 
sprout between their eyes and 
across their brows. 

"My children have talked 
about a new life ever since 
we received word that the 
hospital was going to treat 
us,” said Budhathoki, a 
farmer from the remote 
northwestern village of 
Khare, near the border with 
the Tibetan border. 

Sufferers from hypertri¬ 


chosis, also known as "were¬ 
wolf syndrome”, have in pre¬ 
vious centuries been used as 
freakshow performers at cir¬ 
cuses. 

”My son is fed up with the 
mockery he is subjected to 
and he has told his friends 
that he will be back with a 
new face so they can no 
longer tease him. More than 
myself, I'm worried about my 
children,” Budhathoki told 
AFP. 

Budhathoki and her hus¬ 
band Nara also have a seven- 
year-old son and 17-year-old 
daughter who have not been 
affected by the condition. 

”The best procedure for 
them will be laser treatment 
to remove the hair,” said 
Shankar Man Rai, a surgeon 
at the Kathmandu Model 
Hospital who will supervise 
their treatment.

Merck blood thinner shows mixed 
results: study 


(AFP)— An experimental 
blood thinning drug made by 
the pharmaceutical giant 
Merck may reduce the risk of 
dying from a heart attack but 
also boosts the danger of in¬ 
ternal bleeding, researchers 
said recently. 

The latest data further 
clouds the future for Vora- 
paxar, an anti-platelet medi¬ 
cine that works differently 
than aspirin or the popular 
blood thinner coumadin, and 
which Merck had hoped 
might one day be a new 
blockbuster drug. 

Vorapaxar was tested in 
combination with standard 
therapy in a phase III trial 


presented at a major cardiol¬ 
ogy conference in Chicago. 

Adding the drug could re¬ 
duce the risk of dying from a 
future heart attack or stroke 
by as much as 20 percent in 
people who had a previous 
heart attack, but it also signif¬ 
icantly hiked the risk of hem¬ 
orrhage, the study said. 

While heart attack pa¬ 
tients showed the best results, 
among all the patients studied 
- including those with a prior 
history of stroke or peripheral 
artery disease — the drug of¬ 
fered an additional 13 percent 
reduction in the risk of dying 
from a heart attack or stroke 
within three years. 


However, patients in the 
trial who suffered a previous 
stroke and took vorapaxar 
had significantly more hem¬ 
orrhage events after three 
years — 4.2 percent of those 
on the drug versus 2.5 per¬ 
cent taking a placebo. 

The risk of bleeding on 
the brain was highest in prior 
stroke victims, meaning that 
if approved for market the 
drug would not likely be ad¬ 
vised for these patients. 

In fact, stroke patients in¬ 
volved with the Merck- 
funded study were told in 
January 2011 to leave early 
by the safety board after the 
acute risks emerged.

US man gets unforgettable 
win - in memory contest 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Talk 
about a memorable day: on 
Saturday mountaineer Nel¬ 
son Dellis won the USA 
Memory Championship for 
the second year in a row. 

The Florida man and 
mountaineering enthusiast 
outlasted seven other final¬ 
ists, known in contest circles 
as mental athletes, at a 
packed event in New York. 

Contestants' hyper-fit 
brains performed serious 
gymnastics, including re¬ 
membering 99 names and 
faces, a 50-line poem, and the 
order of a shuffled deck of 
cards. 

Dellis, 27, turned in an un¬ 
forgettable performance, 
even smashing his own 
record in the random num¬ 
bers category, in which he 
managed to memorize an 
amazing 303 figures in five 
minutes. 

The founder of the 15- 
year-old contest, former IBM 
executive Tony Dottino, said 
his goal was to show how 
brains can be trained and im¬ 
proved, just like any other 
part of the body. 

"Exercising actually helps 
growing bigger brains," he 
said. "We have more brain 
cells that grow through our 


life." 

Dottino insisted that in 
this fight, anyone can be¬ 
come a contender. 

"Myth number one," he 
said, is "you’re either born 
with it or not. It’s a skill you 
can practice." 

Memory experts use tech¬ 
niques like the "chunk" 
method, in which different 
bits of information are tidied 
up and grouped. A basic ex¬ 
ample would be to reduce a 
series of individual numbers 
into pairs, so 2-0-1-2 becom¬ 
ing twenty twelve. 

But Dottino says you also 
need to feed the brain omega- 
3 fatty acids, specifically 
DHA. That's found in fish 
like salmon and mackerel, or, 
he pointed out, fortified for¬ 
mulas produced by the con¬ 
test's sponsor, life'sDHA. 

At a minimum, Dottino 
said, keep away from those 
comfort foods. "Lots of 
carbs, starches, refined sug¬ 
ars are bad news," he said. 

Jim Kwik, who coaches 
memory techniques at big cor¬ 
porations, said recall is more 
important than ever in an age 
of dizzying amounts of infor¬ 
mation. But part of his mis¬ 
sion is also to teach handling 
what he calls "overwhelm." 


grassroots focus on illegal 
dumping was also aimed at 
"engaging experts, political 
and local leaders to find 
more sustainable systemic 
solutions."

Russian satellite whizzed by 
the International Space Sta¬ 
tion on Saturday, forcing its 
six-member crew to tem¬ 
porarily take shelter in two 
Soyuz escape capsules, offi¬ 
cials said. 

The incident was the third 
of its kind in more than a 
decade of continuous inhabi¬ 
tation of the orbiter, whose 
first element was launched by 
Russia in 1998, the US space 
agency NASA said in a series 


of Twitter updates. 

"The threat has passed," a 
Russian Mission Control 
Centre official told the Inter¬ 
fax news agency. "The cos¬ 
monauts have returned to 
performing their previously 
assigned work."

4,600 launches since the be¬ 
ginning of space exploration 
55 years ago.

Aruba Central Bank 
conducts Consumer 
Confidence Survey 


BERLIN (AFP) - Bolstering 
the eurozone's bailout fund 
would reassure the markets as 
many financial players do not 
believe the crisis is over, Klaus 
Regling, the head of the fund 
has told a German news ma¬ 
gazine. 

"The majority of market 
participants do not believe in 
the end of the crisis and expect 
further ratings downgrades of 
states this year," Regling told 
Focus news weekly to appear 
today. 

"More money would actu¬ 
ally further calm the markets. 
Whether it's right or wrong, it 
is a fact. Big figures in the 
shop window create calm," he 
added, according to a pre-re- 
leased copy of the interview. 

Meanwhile, according to 
another German news maga¬ 



zine, Der Spiegel, the German 
government is ready to drop its 
opposition to combining the 
current temporary bailout fund 
with its permanent successor, 
due to get up and running in 
July, to bolster its financial 
firewall. 

Citing government sources, 
it said the government has 
come round to the European Fi¬ 
nancial Stability Facility 
(EFSF), due to expire at the end 
of 2013, operating with the Eu¬ 
ropean Stability Mechanism 
(ESM), for a transitional period. 

However, it remains un¬ 
clear how much the bolstered 
firewall would have at its dis¬ 
posal, Der Spiegel said in an 
advance copy of its report due 
to be published today. 


GUIRIA, Venezuela - Vene¬ 
zuela will pay Williams Cos 
Inc and Exterran $420 million 
for the 2009 nationalization of 
assets including a major gas in¬ 
jection project, the South 
American country's oil minis¬ 
ter said on the weekend. 

Rafael Ramirez told re¬ 
porters the deal meant the two 
companies would drop an arbi¬ 
tration case that is pending 
against Venezuela before a 
World Bank tribunal. 


Two variations on how it 
would work are under discus¬ 
sion, it added. 

The IMF and the United 
States have called on the euro¬ 
zone to boost the capacity of 
the ESM fund from its cur¬ 
rently-planned maximum level 
of 500 billion euros ($650 bil¬ 
lion). 

However, Berlin has resis¬ 
ted the calls to increase the war 
chest, arguing that the debt cri¬ 
sis has calmed down and poses 
less of a threat to countries like 
Italy and Spain — the original 
reason behind establishing the 
fund. 

Eurozone finance ministers 
meeting in Copenhagen on 
March 30-31 are due to discuss 
the issue. 


The nationalizations in 
2009 were part of a broader 
wave of state takeovers that 
targeted the assets of more 
than 70 smaller oilfield service 
companies, the majority of 
them Venezuelan.

ORANJESTAD - During the 
period of March 26 through 
April 12, 2012 the Centrale 
Bank van Aruba (CBA) will 
conduct the first quarterly 
Consumer Confidence Survey 
(CCS). The CCS will consist 
of 20 short multiple choice 
questions relating to the 
Aruban population’s percep¬ 
tion of and expectation on the 
state of the Aruban economy 
and on their spending habit. 

The CCS will provide the 
CBA with valuable informa¬ 
tion that will be used for its 
macro-economic analyses and 
forecasts, and will help as 
well in determining the senti¬ 
ments of Aruban consumers, 
which will further the CBA’s 
understanding of economic 
developments. The CCS may 
also aid policy makers when 
determining economic and fi¬ 
nancial policies and actions. 

During this period, the 
CBA will hire a group of 5 in¬ 
terviewers to survey a total of 
400 respondents in order to 
gather the important data. In¬ 
terviewers will be stationed at 
several strategic locations on 


the island, such as the civil 
registry office and the post of¬ 
fice, and will carry an identifi¬ 
cation badge and a notification 
letter as proof that they are 
working on behalf of the 
CBA. Due to the simplicity of 
the questions (e.g., would you 
say that you (and your house¬ 
hold) are better off or worse 
off financially than you were 6 
months ago?), the interview 
should not take more than 10 
minutes to complete. 

Given the importance of 
the CCS for Aruba, the CBA 
calls upon the Aruban public 
to fully cooperate with this 
survey. The persons inter¬ 
viewed can rest assure that the 
CBA will treat the informa¬ 
tion gathered in this survey 
with the highest level of con¬ 
fidentiality, and the results 
will be published in an aggre¬ 
gated form only.

LONDON (AFP) - A British 
chain of comedy clubs has 
taken Hollywood giant Twen¬ 
tieth Century Fox to court 
over the name of its hit tele¬ 
vision series "Glee". 

Comic Enterprises, which 
runs four music and stand-up 
comedy venues called Glee 
Club, has made a claim 
against the US film and TV 
company for trademark in¬ 
fringement. 

The British firm’s owner 
Mark Tughan said many cus¬ 
tomers assume there is a link 
between his company and the 
US series, and that the confu¬ 
sion is damaging his 16-year- 
old business. 

The TV comedy, about a 
high school singing club, has 
been wildly popular since its 
first series in 2009, but 
Tughan did not start legal pro¬ 
ceedings until September in 
the hope its success would die 
down.

Brief report on Dal- 
mace’s visit:

first Trienal de Arte del 
Caribe. I had the honor of 
being president of that jury. 
Alida’s work impacted me 
and left me with an interest to 
research her career in my ca¬ 
pacity as a specialist in 
Caribbean art. Also, in con¬ 
nection with a book I’m 
working on precisely along 
this particular theme.” 

During Dalmace’s visit 
she succeeded in visiting and 
chatting with Ciro Abath, 
Glenda Heyliger, Osaira

She wanted to know more 
about their career, their work 
and their experiences. Dal¬ 
mace was able to meet with 
several other Aruban artists. 

Mrs. Dalmace believes

from the Fundacion Eterno,

Alonso wins rainy, 
crazy Malaysian GP

SEPANG, Malaysia (AFP) - 
Ferrari's Fernando Alonso 
won the rain-interrupted 
Malaysian Grand Prix in 
thrilling style Sunday to 
claim his first victory in eight 
months and throw the early 
title race wide open. 

Alonso survived a lengthy 
rain suspension, a rash of 
spins and mishaps and a 
strong challenge from 
Sauber's Sergio Perez to fin¬ 
ish the year's second race 
ahead of the Mexican driver, 
with McLaren's Lewis 
Hamilton third. 

Spain's Alonso, a two-time 
world champion, was no¬ 
body's pre-race favourite in 
the clunky F2012, but he 
emerged from the chaos 
caused by torrential rains at 
the head of the pack and 
doggedly clung on for victory. 

"It's an unbelievable result 
and a great job from the 
team," Alonso said. "We max¬ 
imised the potential we had in 
our hands. It's a tough time 
for us at the moment but we 
will remember this Sunday." 

Perez pushed hard for his 
first win and looked set to 
steal victory from Alonso 
until he dramatically overshot 
a turn on lap 50. 

But he still managed seal 
his maiden trip to the podium 
— and Sauber's best result 
since they reverted to the 
ownership of their founder, 


Peter Sauber, in 2009. 

"I wanted the win and I 
thought it was possible," 
smiled the Mexican, who is 
rumoured to be in Ferrari's 
sights to replace the struggling 
Felipe Massa. "It never hap¬ 
pened but I'm very happy and 
proud with this second place." 

Red Bull's Mark Webber was 
fourth with former world cham¬ 
pion Kimi Raikkonen fifth for 
Lotus. German great Michael 
Schumacher, who started third 
on the grid, span early in the race 
and finished 10th. 

But there were no points 
for McLaren's Jenson Button, 
who won last week's season- 
opener in Australia, after he 
collided with India's Narain 
Karthikeyan and dropped to 
the back of the pack, finally 
coming in 14th. 

Red Bull's reigning world 
champion Sebastian Vettel 
also endured a torrid day as a 
spectacular rear tyre blow-out 
left him in 11th. 

After days of mostly dry 
weather, black clouds rolled 
over Sepang and the rain fell, 
right on cue, as the Malaysian 
anthem was played. 

Lotus's young Frenchman 
Romain Grosjean span into 
the gravel and out of the race, 
Mercedes' Nico Rosberg 
went off-course and Button 
radioed that the last sector 
was "like a lake" before the 
safety car came out on lap 
seven. 


BERLIN (AFP) - Japan's 
Shinji Kagawa led Borussia 
Dortmund's fight back to 
floor Cologne 6-1 on Sunday 
and restore the defending 
champions' five-point lead at 
the top of the German league 
with seven games left. 

After second-placed Bay¬ 
ern Munich's 2-1 home win 
over Hanover on Saturday 
had trimmed Borussia's lead 
to just two points, Dortmund 
replied in style to score five 
second-half goals without 
reply at Cologne. 

Dortmund are on course 
for the domestic double and 
play Bayern in the German 
Cup final on May 12 in 
Berlin. 

"We didn't play so well in 
the first-half, but it was im¬ 
portant we got back to 1-1," 
said Dortmund coach Jurgen 
Klopp. "After that our oppo¬ 
nents had no answer." 

Klopp has made a habit of 
playing down any talk of the 
title, but he admitted he has 
big ambitions. 

"Rest assured, we want to 
win anything going, any¬ 
thing," he said. 

Kagawa produced a daz¬ 
zling second-half perform¬ 
ance with two goals to take 
him to 11 for the season. 


HOUSTON, Texas (AFP) - 
Unbeaten Danny Garcia cap¬ 
tured the World Boxing 
Council light welterweight 
world title with a 12-round 
unanimous decision over 
Erik Morales Saturday at the 
Reliant Arena. 

"It's been a long ride. We 
did it baby," Garcia said. 
"Everybody wants to be 
champion. I knew it was 
going to be a bloody war. I 
just couldn't let him take my 
dream away." 

Morales, 52-8 with 36 
KOs, was stripped of his title 
when he exceeded the weight 
of 140 pounds at Friday's 
weigh-in. Morales was 
slapped with a $50,000 fine 
after stepping on the scales at

Victory leaves Dortmund 
on 62 points with Bayern on 
57, while Cologne drop to 
14th, just one point from the 
relegation places. 

Germany striker Cacau hit 
a late winner to seal VfB 
Stuttgart's 1-0 victory at 
home to Nuremberg and 
leave his side just a point 
from a European berth. 

Cacau, set to be part of the 
Germany squad for Euro 
2012 in Poland and Ukraine 
this June, struck in the 78th 
minute when he rolled his 
shot under Nuremberg goal¬ 
keeper Raphael Schaefer 
from 12 metres out. 

Bruno Labbadia-coached 
Stuttgart have now won four 
of their last five league games 
and victory sees them rise to 
seventh in the table, just one 
point from a Europa League 
berth. 

Schalke 04 moved up to 
third with a 2-0 win at home 
to Bayer Leverkusen on Sat¬ 
urday as Dutch striker Klaas- 
Jan Huntelaar scored with 
headers either side of half¬ 
time.

TURIN, Italy (AFP) - Juven- 
tus beat arch rivals Inter 
Milan 2-0 in Turin on Sunday 
to keep the pressure on AC 
Milan at the top of the Serie 
A table. 

Second-half goals from 
Martin Caceres and veteran 
Alessandro Del Piero did the 
damage after the visitors had 
enjoyed the better of the first 
period. 

Juve closed back to four 
points behind Milan, who 
beat Roma 2-1 on Saturday. 

"It was a special match be¬ 
cause historically it's also a 
particular game," said goal¬ 
keeper Gianluigi Buffon, 
who made a number of cru¬ 
cial stops in the first half. 

"On top of that we still had 
the hope of making life diffi¬ 
cult for those above us. 

"Obviously if we hadn't 
won we'd probably have been 
finished. That way we had an 
extra stimulus to finish the 
season well." 

The defeat means Inter, 
who have just one win in 
their last 10 league encoun¬ 
ters, are down in eighth and 
still three points behind a Eu- 
ropa League finish. 

"I regret that we played 
well for an hour and then 
conceded a goal from a set 
piece," said Inter coach Clau¬ 
dio Ranieri. 

"It was our umpteenth lack 
of attention, leaving Caceres 
alone. 

"That ended our match, 
they got better and we didn't 
have the force and determina¬ 
tion to fight back as we did in 
the first half." 

With one side desperate to 
keep hold of Milan's coat¬ 
tails and the other in need of 
a win to boost their European 
qualification chances, both 
sides went all out for the win. 


"It's a vital win which im¬ 
proves our Champions 
League hopes," said Gio¬ 
vanni Lopez, the assistant to 
coach Edy Reja, who spent 
the game in the stands serv¬ 
ing a one-game ban.
